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ABSTRACT 


A surgical an chor is provided with one or more anchor holes 
distributed around the head of t he anchor. Each anchor hole is 
inclined to allow attachment of one or more sutures to the anchor 
either before, dur ing or after the anchor is seated in a bone. 
The upper and lower apertures of each anchor hole are chamfered, 
and the chamfered areas fro m the anchor hole to the outside edge 
shall be polished or some how smoothed to remove sharp edges and 
rough areas which may caus e friction and abrasion to soft tissue 
or suture material. The l ower surface of the anchor head mav be 
angled to further simplify the task of feeding a surgical needle 
through the anchor hole af ter the anchor is seated into the bone.
